Ly eAn Exemplification of her M atefties Letters Patent,concer- 
ning her Highneſſe T owne and Port of Haſting. in 
the ( ountie of Suſſex, 


Liabeth, by the grace of God, Queene of England, 
Hraunce and Jreland, defenderofthe fayth ac. To all people to whom 
e our letters patent ſhal come, greeting. here of our owne know- 
7 [ledge and certeine ſrience we doc vnderſtande, that our Towne and 
Moꝛt of Haſting, in our Countie of Suſſex, being the auncient Towne 
ot our Cinque Poꝛtes, is ſcituated vpon the maine Sea, verie neere the 
A middeſt of a great Bay oꝛ open place, lying betweene two points of the 

fand, which ſtretche fooꝛth farre into the Sea, called the Beachy and 
J the Nalle, diſtant eache from the other thirtie miles, right oppoſite to 
the Realme of Fraunce, the auncient enemie of our Countrey: as we 
| are credibly enfourmed , the ſame Towne hath of long time beene a 
placeno! onely very well inhabited with warlike people, and greatly repleniſhed with good Mariners 
and other men meete and ſeruiceable fozour Naupy, well ſtoꝛed with Shippes,Barkes, Crayers, and 
Boates, but alſolufficiently furniſhed with Armour, and Artillery of all ſoztes, both fo: Seaa Land: 
alſo very meete and commodious foꝛ Fiſhing, and the Bay plenteouſly abounding with all ſoꝛts of Fiſh, 
acco:ding to the ſeuerall ſeaſons of the pere: by reaſon whereof the ſame Towne hath of long time bene 
by the inhabitants thereof,in time of warres, manfully defended againſt the ſundꝛy inuaſions and at- 
tempts of the French Nation, our coaſte therabouts lying very open againſt the French, by them often 
kept from ſpoilc. Our Marchants and louing Subiects,and other Trauellersſayling along that coalt, 
haut often tunes by their Shippes,and often times by their harbozough, beene ſaued and reſcued from 
the furieofthe enemies, and the tyꝛannie of Pirates:our Nauy,and the Nauyofſundzy our noble Pꝛo⸗ 
genito2s, Kinges of this Realme,the better appointed by reaſon of their ſkilfull Mariners, and cunning 
Scamen: Alſo our houſchold,our Citizens of London, and our Countreys tothe ſaid Poꝛt adioyning, 
tat y benefited by their fiſhing. And where our ſaid Towne hath of long time had a Peere oz Yarbo- 
rough made of Timber, and other things ſet and placed in the Sea, foꝛ theſuccour ofthe Scamen,and 
defence ol their Shippes, Barkes, Crayers and Boates, againſt the great rage and furie of the Sea, 
witch hath bin alwaies mainteyned at the great and impoꝛtable charges of the inhabitants of our ſaide 
Towne ofHaſting,vntill of late time the ſame Peere 02 Harbozough was at aſudden,by the great vio- 
ence and extreme rage of the Sea, bꝛoken downe and caried away: ſithence which time the Towne is 
much decayed, the traffique of Marchants thither forſaken, the fiſſhing,by reaſon of the dangerous lan- 
dng,litle vled, thc riche and wealthy men gone thence, and the pooze men yet remaining would gladly 
doe the like, if without offence of our lawes they might be elſewhere receiued, whereby our people are 
lac to perilhe, and our laide Poxt likely to be ſubuerted and become deſolate, ozels the people there by 
cellitieduuen to commit great and heynous offences, to the great hinderance of the publique weale, 
miellc ſome ſpeedie remedie be foz them pꝛouided. And where we be enfoumed by diuersofour pꝛiuie 
Counſel! and Nobilitic, and by diners Artificers verie cunning and ſkilful in that kinde of facultie.that 
* verie good Hauen oz Rhoade , fox thearriuing and ſauegard of Shippes, Barkes, Crayers and 
Voates, may nere vnto the aid pott with no great charge de made, tothe great relife ur the inhabi 


our ſaid Coaſtc : and that the Jnhavitants of our ſatde Pozte de ttady and willing to beſtowe their 
landes. goodes . and labours,to the vttermoſt oftheir power. to accompliſh the ſame:notwithſtanding 
of themſclucs very bnhablc to finiſh ſo great a wozke, ltkcly as it is thought to amofit vnto the ſumme 
ol tourt thouland poundes. we therekoze conſidering the pzemilles, ⁊ minding to pzoutde fox the pꝛe⸗ 
cruation of our people, the maintenance of our Nauy and Towne, foz the defence of out Loaſtc , x ot 
Parchants 2 traucllers.,and that the pꝛouiſion of our houſcholde , our Litie and Lount»«x vs «v4 b 
miniſbcd,at the humble ſute of our Bailife, Jurates, # Lomminaltic of our ſaide Towne of Haſting, 
do by theſc our letters Patents not onely giue # graunt vnto out ſaid Bailife, Jurates, and Commi⸗ 
naltic,full power and authoutic,to make newe. a fimſhe one Hauen, in ſuch place oꝛ places ncre vnto 
out ſaideToVone and Poꝛt, as to them ſhall ſcememoſt conuenient , and to the finiſbing a accompli- 
ſþing thereof,yeeld our Royall aſſent and conſent : but alſo foꝛ the furtherance x bettter helping fozth 


of thc lame, we do commed the ſame good + laudable intent and purpoſe,to the charitable and liberall 


contribucton #bencuolence of all and ſinguler our louing ſubiects dwelling within any our Realmes 
and Dominions, that the rather foz our recommendation,the moze liberall contribucton by our ſayde 
Subiccts may beyecelded to the finiſhing of the ſaid Hauen, a wozketedingmuch to the defence of our 
Kealmcs,and to the p2ofite of the common wealth of the ſame,and which wilbe cauſe to auoide manic 
great inconueniences that may inſue by the neglecting thercof : x alſo be an cuident declaration ofthe 
toꝛwarde and willing mindes ol all our louing Subiccts, to augment the p2oſpcriticof our Kealmes 
and Countreys. We of our ſpeciall grace, certaine knowledge, and mcere mocion , haue giuen and 


graunted,and by theſe our letters Patent,doe mue ⁊ graunt full licence, permiſſion, and authouitic to 
our faithfull and welbeloued Subiccts , Richard Caluelcy, and John Jcffercy, Juratcs of our ſaidec 


Towne of Haſting, and william Kelfe of Oze Gentleman, and to cucty ol them, and to all and euery 


other perſon oz pcrſons that ſhalbe thereunto deputed and aſſigned by them, oꝛ by any two ol them dy 
wutingvnder the common ſcale of our ſaide Towne of Haſting , toaſke, rcceiue , collect, and take of 
all mancr of perſons whatſoeuer, Spirituall oz Tempoꝛall, Engliſbe bozne oꝛ Straungers, in all 
places, as well within liberties as without, exempt 02 not cxempt , our Citizens of London oz eis 
where, within any our Realmes, Cities and Dominions whereſocuer , Lhziſtian contribucion ⁊ be- 
ncuolcnce of all our ſaide louing Subiectes, that it may oꝛ ſbal plcaſt God to mooue oꝛ irre them to 


ue, contribute, ꝓcelde and paye towardes the new making of the ſaid Hauen. Ind foz the better and 


moꝛe ſpeedie execution ofthis our pleaſure, we doe by theſe our faide letters Patent, will, require, X 
ſtraightiy commaund all our Shcrifes in their ſeucrall Shcires ⁊ Counties all our Juſtices of peace 
in their ſcucrall lumittes ,and all Maioꝛs, Baylifes ,and all other head Officcrs, within all Cities, 
Townes coꝛpoꝛate, and othcr Juriſdictions, and alſo all Parſons,Uicars , Miniſters, 1 Lurates of 
Churches and Patiſbes, not oncly of their owne partes to be helping with their liberall deuotion to 
ward the ſaid good and laudable worke,but alſo torccommende our ſpeciall plcaſurc , and the furthc- 
tante of the ſatd Hauen in their ſcueral Counties, Limittes. Cities Townes, Libertics, ariſh chur- 
ches, Hamlets, oꝛ Uillages, ſoꝛ the better obteining ot liberal contribution thercunto. And further our 
wil à pleaſure is that ſome of the honoꝛable of our pʒiuie Counſei ſbal vpõ the ſight of theſe pꝛeſents, oꝛ 
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ofthe Exempliſication ofthe ſame,at the requeſt of ſaid Richard Calucley, John Jefferey, a Milliam 


Kelfe, oꝛ of any of the, direct their letters to Loꝛd Maio: oſour Citie of London, ⁊ tothe Juſticcs of 
peace of the ſame Citie, to all Sherifcs in euerie our Sheires 02 Counties within our Nealme # Do- 
minions, and to all Paiozs,Bailifes,Gouernozs,X head Officers of Citics,Bozoughs, Townes coz- 
poꝛate, Jlandes,x Franchiſed places,commaunding the ſatdLozd Maioꝛ, the Juſtices, the ſaid She⸗ 
rifes,Bailifes,Gouernozs,and head officers afozcſaid,that they euery ut them, within their ſcucrall 


Limittes,JuriCdictions,3Libcrties at the quarter Seſſions, oz generall aſſemblie within their ſeuc- 
ral Limittes, Juriſdictions oz liberties,Which ſbalbe next after Þ receipt of the ſaid letters, oz of thcſe 


pꝛeſents, oꝛ the Eremplification of the ſame,ſball direct the tenoz of this our pleaſure to all x ſingulct 
Juſtices of peace within theit ſcuerall Limittes, Juriſdictions oz Libertics,requiring,and ſtraightly 
comaundimg them x cucry of th tn out name, to appoint with all coucnient ſpeede within their ſeue⸗ 
rallLimittes,onc Conſtable incuery Hundzed,Rape, Lathe, oz wapetake at the leaſt, one Lhurch- 
warden in euery Patiſb, and them to tommande a exhoꝛt, not onely to be liberall them ſclucs in their 
contribucton, but alſo that the ſaide Conſtables # Churchwardens ſbal wzite the name ofcuery Pa 
riſb,and of cucry man of habilitie within the ſame,andof them to aſke a teteiue their deuocion , #car- 
neſtly in our name to echoꝛt them to liberalitie , in contributing to the making of the ſaide Hauen, and 


trucly to wꝛite downe the ſumme which euery man ſball giue, and the money which they (bal thereby 
Collect and receiue,and the ne mes of cucry giner and the true ſumme which euery one ſpall giue,Fal- _ 
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acrt aftcr they ſbal haut notice of this our pleaſure, deliucr vp vntoſuch our Juſtices of peace of wh 
they tectiucd theit charge i he ſbal then be lung, other wiſe to ſuch of our Juſtices as ſbalbe next 
dwelling thereaboutes. Ind that out further pleaſure is, that our ſaid Juſtices of peace ſbal by their 
warraunt call befozc them, al 3 ſinguler ſuch perſons as ſhal refuſe to giue oz contribute liberallyto- 
wards this good wozke,and vnderſtand the cauſe of their refuſall, a vnto them declare our picaſure, 
crho2ting and perſwading them to tonfoꝛmitie, which if they ſbal notwithſtanding, obſtinately rc- 
tult then to certifie their names and dwelling places to vs,0z to out pꝛiuy Counſel. Ind that our ſaid 
Juſtices of peace and cucty of them, ſhall at the Seſſions oz generall aſſemblie, holden next within 
their ſaide ſeucrall Sheites, Limittes, Juriſdictions oꝛ Liberties,deliuer and yeelde vp vnto the 
ſaid Loꝛde Waioz, Sherifes, Waiozs, Bailifes, Gouernours, oz head Officers , by bill indented, 
vnto which their handes oꝛ markes ſbalbe ſet, whereof the one part ſhal temaine with the ſaid Juſti- 
ces the other with the ſaid Lozde Waioz, Sherifcs, Paiozs, Bailifes, and other head Officers, all 
ſuch ſummes of money as they ſhal haue teteiued as afozeſaid,together with ỹ ſame wꝛitings made 
of the names a of the money giners: and the ſaidLoxde Maio, Sherifes,Maiozs,Bailifes,Gouer- 
noꝛs and head Officers, and euery of them ſhal within one moneth next after the receipte thereof, 
tranſpo2t and carrie, 02 cauſe to be carried vnto our ſaide Citie of London,alſuch ſummes of money 
as they (ball haue receiued towards the ſame contribucion, together with the laide billes indented, 
and the ſame money there ſhal pay, and the ſaide bils indented there deliuer to our louing Subiects, 
Thomas Smith Eſquicr, one of the Cuſtomers of our Citie of London, John Heynes Eſquier, 
Scricant of our Catry,and milliam Heynes Gentleman, Purucioz of our pꝛouiſion of Sea fiſb, oz 
eo one of them at the newe Manſion houſe of the ſaide Thomas Smith, within ourſaide Citie of 
London, who vpon the receipt thercof ſhall giue vnto the ſaide Loꝛde Maioz, Sherifes', Maiozs, 
Bailifes,Goucrno2s,and other head Officers from time to time, an acquittance of the receipt therof, 
and ſbal keepe the ſame money and billes indented in one Cheſte, to remaine with the ſaid Thomas 
Smith vnder thzce ſeuerall lockes, whereof one Key to remaine with the ſaide Thomas Smith, 
another with the ſalde John Heynes, and the third with the ſaide william Heynes, and that they 
from time to time, vpon demand therot to be made at the newe Manſion houſe of the ſaide Thomas 
Smith, within our ſaid Citie of London, ſball yeclde and pay ouer theſame money, and deliuer the 
ſaid bils indented ſo by them recetued,xcuery part thereot vnto our welbeloued, the right honozable 
Anthony Uiſcount Montague, Knight of the moſt honozable ozder of the Garter, william Loꝛde 
Cobham, Warden of our Cinque Poztes, and Conſtable of our Laſtleof Douer, Thomas Loꝛde 
Buckhurſt, the ſaide Richard Calueley, John Jefferey, and william Relfe, oz to any thꝛee of them, 
whcrof ſome one of the right honoꝛable afozeſaid oz his ſufficient deputie to be one: which ſaid right 
honoꝛable Anthony Urſcount Montague, WilliamLozd Cobham, Thomas Lozde Buckhurſt, and 
the ſaid Richard Calueley, John Jeſferey,and william Relfe, we do oꝛdeine, appoint and conſtitute, 
Surucyozs of the ſaide woꝛke, giuing them, to any thee ol them, whereofſome one of the laid ho- 
noꝛable, oz his ſufficient deputie to be one, full power and authoꝛitie to ſet out, direct, gouerne, oꝛder, 
and rule the ſaid woꝛke, and the workemen about the ſame, and the ſaid wozkemen and labozers to 
pay, 02 cauſe to be paied: and oftheir pꝛoceedings and ſucceſle in the ſaid woꝛke, to certiſie vs oz our 
puuie Counſell vnder theirhandes and ſcales cuery halte yeere: So that expꝛeſſe mention of the cer- 
taintie ofthe pzemilles, oz ol any other gift oꝛ graunt heretofoze made by vs. oz by any of our pꝛoge⸗ 
nitoꝛs to the ſaid Richard Calueley, John Jefferey,and udilliam Kelle, and in theſe pzeſentes be not 
rehcarſed 02 declared,oz any act,ſtatute,ozdinance,p2ouiſion,oz reſtraint to the contrary hereot had, 
made, oꝛdeined oꝛ pꝛouided, oꝛ any other cauſe oz matter whatſoeuer to the contrary in any wiſe,not- 
withſtand
